That they have already prosecuted so far on the objects 
of their appointment as to have taken under their considera 
tion the circular adress of the Grand Lodge of the State o 
South Carolina, on the subject of a Convention for the 
organization of a superintending Grand Lodge of the Unior 
and are unanimously of the opinion that the proposition t 
that effect contained therein should be acceded to; they 
therefore recommended the adoption of the following reso 
lutions. 
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RESOLVED that it is the opinion of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina that the establishment of a supreme con- 
tinental Grand Lodge on antient masonic principles is an 
object extremely desirable necessary and proper; and it is 
well calculated, to increase the respectibility, ensure the 
prosperity and extend the advantages of the institution. 
They therefore accede to the proposition of the Grand Lodge 
of the State of South Carolina contained in their adress of 
the 3lst December A L 5799, and approve of the mode by 
them suggested for carrying the same into effect. 

RESOLVED that the Grand Secretary of this Grand Lodge 
do immediately forward a copy of the forgoing resolution 
to the Grand Lodge of the State of South Carolina; and that 
he cause the same together with the aforesaid address from 
the said Grand Lodge to be printed and copies of each to be 
transmitted to all the Grand Lodges in the United States. 

This Grand Lodge taking the foregoing report into consid- 
eration; resolved that they do concur therewith. 

WHEREAS it has been represented to this Grand Lodge 
that the rules and bye-laws of the subordinate Lodges under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge which respect the ad- 
mission of Candidates, are various, contradictory and in 
many Lodges very imperfect. In order therefore to promote 
the interest of the Craft and produce a more uniform regula- 
tion on this subject. 

RESOLVED that every Lodge under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge shall and they are hereby required to trans- 
mit to the next grand annual communication a copy of their 
respective bye laws & rules so far as respects the admission 
of Candidates the prices of entering, passing & raising in 
their respective Lodges. 

RESOLVED further that until some general regulation 
shall be entered into on this subject, no person shall be ad- 
mitted to the first degree in any of the subordinate Lodges 
under the sum of three pounds for each Candidate. 
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RESOLVED further that no person shall be initiated as a 
mason in any of the subordinate Lodges, who shall not 
have resided within this State for twelve months next before 
his initiation. Provided that transiant persons may be 
initiated under a less residence on producing satisfactory 
credentials from the place where they resided before such 
initiation testifying the good character and moral conduci 
of such applicant.

RESOLVED that the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina be requested to transmit to the Grand 
Lodge of the State of Kentucke an answer to their communi- 
cation of the seventh of March last in the following terms. 
Most worshipful Sir & Brothers 

The Grand Lodge of the State of North Carolina have had 
under their consideration your communication of the seventh 
of March A L 5801 and I am instructed to offer on their part 
the salutations of fraternal affection. Satisfied from your 
representations that in erecting a Grand Lodge in the State 
of Kentucke independent of your parent Grand Lodge of the 
State of Virginia, you have not been actuated by any motive 
unworthy of Free Masons. This Grand Lodge explicitly de- 
clares its approbation of the measure you have adopted, not 
only on account of its expediency, but of its propriety. The 
precedents which you have recited, certainly give a high 
sanction of authority to your proceedings; but on principle 
independant of precedent, we conceive that a Grand Lodge 
is duly formed in any State or Nation by a convention com- 
posed of elegates from a sufficient number of the subordi- 
nate Lodges existing within that circle. In thus acknowledg- 
ing you the Grand Lodge of the State of Kentucke formed 
according to the Land Marks of Antient York Masons, this 
Grand Lodge believe they act in conformity with their duty; 
and they accept with sentiments of respects your offer of 
reciprocal communication. 

The Grand Lodge taking the foregoing report into consid- 
eration resolved that they do concur therewith. 

Received from Unanimity Lodge No 34 the proceedings of 
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that Lodge in which was certained the reasons why they 
expelled Gideon Edwards Esquire Senator from Surry from 
the said Lodge for unworthness and apostacy, which rea- 
sons and proceedings this Grand Lodge took into considera- 
tion and resolved that that they do concur therewith.
